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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1963. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
1963. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  issued  by 
the  Registrar  General  was  11,720,  which  figure  showed  an  increase 
of  20  over  mid  1962.  On  the  other  hand  the  natural  increase  of 
population,  he.,  excess  live  births  over  deaths  during  1963,  showed 
the  record  figure  of  120.  The  solution  to  this  apparent  anomaly 
is  best  left,  I  think,  to  individual  interpretation. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  an  increase 
of  34  births  and  a  decrease  of  23  deaths  over  the  figures  for  1962. 
The  corresponding  crude  rates  viz.  :  19.9  and  9.7  compare  most 
favourably  with  the  national  rates  which  were  18.2  and  12.2  respec¬ 
tively.  Another  feature  of  the  report  worth  mentioning  was  the 
complete  absence  of  notifications  of  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis. 
On  the  debit  side,  however,  we  have  the  regrettable  increase  in  the 
infant  mortality  rate  and  in  the  still-birth  rate.  The  majority  of 
the  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  were  associated 
either  with  prematurity,  abnormal  development  or  other  hazards 
connected  with  the  delivery  of  the  new-born. 

The  total  number  of  fatal  accidents  during  the  year  was  five, 
of  these,  I  suppose,  the  two  most  tragic  involved  young  boys  of 
4  and  8  years  respectively.  The  former  ran  into  the  road  and  was 
run  over  by  a  motor  car,  while  the  latter  was  drowned  during  play 
with  a  make  shift  raft  on  some  waste  water. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Work  on  the  second  phase  of  the  scheme  for  renewal  of  the 
sewers  in  the  district  was  commenced  in  February  and  satisfactory 
progress,  in  spite  of  some  difficulty,  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

Consideration  of  alternative  plans  for  dealing  with  the  increased 
sewage  from  the  new  Coal  Industry  Housing  Association  estate  at 
Welbeck  Colliery  Village  resulted  in  a  decision  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  from  the  present 
12,000  population  to  15,000.  The  scheme,  estimated  to  be  in  the 
region  of  £80,000,  submitted  tby  he  Consultant  Engineers,  was 
given  approval  by  the  Council  and  now  awaits  the  final  sanction 
of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  following  an 
enquiry  to  be  held  by  one  of  his  inspectors. 


Midwifery  Services. 

On  many  occasions  during  the  year  references  to  the  shortage 
of  midwives,  with  the  consequent  inconvenience  and  anxiety  to 
those  expectant  parents  in  the  district,  were  made  both  by  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  as  a  whole.  In  spite 
of  the  most  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  the  offer  of  certain  amenities  to  would-be  applicants, 
the  vacancies  have  not  been  filled.  This  situation  is  not,  of  course 
peculiar  to  this  urban  district  but  is,  to  a  large  extent,  nation  wide. 
A  great  deal  of  praise  is  due  to  the  one  active  midwife  resident  in 
the  area  and  it  is  to  her  credit  that  only  one  baby  out  of  so  many 
was  born  before  she  arrived  on  the  scene. 

I  should,  once  again,  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  of  my  colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year 
and  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and 
clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1963  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.37. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring 
in  the  district  during  the  year  was  194.  This  compares  with  13 
cases  during  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  compulsorily 
notifiable  diseases  as  compared  with  1962.  The  total  was  194, 
of  which  186  were  cases  of  measles.  The  peak  of  this  outbreak 
was  reached  in  July  and  August,  and  the  disease  mainly  affected 
children  of  6  years  or  under  and  was  more  or  less  evenly  distributed 
between  the  sexes.  Four  developed  complications  which  resulted 
in  their  removal  to  hospital.  The  most  seriously  ill,  a  girl  of  6, 
who  had  encephalitis,  was  detained  for  three  weeks,  but  is  now 
fully  recovered. 


Measles. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  cases  were  notified  and  these 
made  an  uneventful  recovery.  In  1962  there  were  2  cases. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria. 

For  the  seventeenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified.

There  were  53  primary  vaccinations  performed  during  the  year 
as  against  331  during  1962. 

the  number  of  primary  smallpox  vaccinations  performed 
during  the  year,  i.e.,  53,  would  appear  very  low  when  compared 
with  previous  years.  This  is  due  to  the  recommendation  that 
vaccination  be  postponed  until  the  infant  has  entered  into  the 
second  year  of  life,  because  it  is  thought  that  complications  are 
less  likely  at  this  age.  lo  enable  this  policy  to  be  implemented 
no  vaccinations  were  performed  during  the  first  six  months  or  so 
of  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Of  the  five  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department 
records  showed  that  four  had  been  immunised  against  this  complaint, 
therefore,  as  was  to  be  expected,  the  illness  was  uncomplicated  and 
of  short  duration. 


Tuberculosis. 


Since  the  years  1955  and  1956,  when  there  were  twelve  and 
eleven  cases  respectively  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified,  the 
numbers  have  been  steadily  decreasing  year  by  year.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  not  one  fresh  case  of 
any  variety  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  the  urban  district  during 
1963.  As  far  as  our  records  show  this  is  the  first  year  since  notifi¬ 
cation  became  compulsory  that  this  welcome  situation  exists. 
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However,  in  spite  of  the  tremendous  advances  in  the  treatment 
and  control  of  this  disease,  it  is,  I  suppose,  too  much  to  expect 
that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  will  continue  indefinitely.

Not  one  of  the  36  cases  was  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year 
but  all  were,  more  or  less,  pursuing  an  active  life  in  their  normal 
occupations. 


Of  the  6  cases  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year 
2  left  the  district  to  live  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  i.e.  outward 
transfers,  three  were  regarded  by  the  chest  physician  as  recovered 
and  not  in  need  of  any  further  treatment  or  supervision.  The 
remaining  case  died.  The  primary  cause  of  death  was  carcinoma 
of  the  lung.  There  were  three  inward  transfers  during  the  year 
and  the  register  at  the  end  of  1963  showed  a  total  of  33  :  19  male 
and  14  female  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  is  a  reduction 
of  four  over  the  previous  year.

Poliomyelitis. 

For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
notified. 

Under  the  agency  agreement  with  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  vaccination  sessions  continued  throughout  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  periodic  morning  clinics  for  children  and 
expectant  mothers,  evening  sessions  for  those  eligible  were  con¬ 
tinued  for  some  time  but  as  the  numbers  requesting  vaccination 
became  fewer  and  fewer  these  sessions  were  eventually  discontinued. 

The  oral  method  of  vaccination  has  completely  superseded  the 
injection  method.

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Food  Poisoning. 

The  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year  was  that 
of  a  man  aged  45.  He  had,  apparently  prepared  sandwiches 
containing  salmon  paste  which  he  purchased  from  a  travelling 
shop  two  days  previously.  On  opening  the  container  he  noticed 
that  there  was  no  paper  between  the  lid  and  contents  and  that 
the  top  layer  of  paste  was  greyish  green  in  colour.  After  removal 
of  this  layer  he  thought  that  the  rest  of  the  paste  should  be  alright 
as  the  jar  was  sealed.  Twenty  minutes  after  eating  the  sandwiches, 
prepared  the  same  morning,  he  became  violently  ill  with  stabbing 
abdominal  pains,  vomitting  and  diarrhoea,  was  straight  away 
removed  to  hospital  and  was  discharged  some  six  days  later. 

The  causative  organism  was  not  isolated  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  jar,  (recovered  from  the  dustbin),  failed  to 
reveal  the  presence  of  any  pathogens. 


Dysentery. 

A  young  girl,  aged  8,  was  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospital 
where  she  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  dysentery  caused  by  the 
Shigella  Sonne  baccillus.  She  was  discharged  about  2  weeks  later 
fully  recovered.  No  other  member  of  her  family  was  affected 
nor  was  there  any  report  of  other  cases  in  the  district.

Annual  Report  as  your  Health  Inspector. 


THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continued  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Budby 
Pumping  Station,  but  with  effect  from  the  1st  October,  1963,  the 
Meden  Valley  Waterworks  Committee  ceased  to  exist  and  the 
undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water 
Board  in  accordance  with  the  Order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 

As  a  result  of  this  transfer  water  samples  are  no  longer  taken 
by  this  Council  at  the  source  of  supply,  but  will  continue  to  be 
taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  water  mains  within  the  urban 
district. 

The  main  source  of  supply  was  again  No.  3  Bore,  which  is 
sunk  some  250  feet  in  depth,  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds. 

Contrary  to  the  post  war  trend  there  was  a  decrease  in  the 
total  hardness  of  the  water  as  is  shown  from  the  results  of  the 
chemical  analyses  and  averaged  265  parts  per  million  during  the 
year,  compared  with  288  parts  per  million  in  1962.  No  explanation 
can  be  given  for  this  reduction  and  there  is  considerable  variation 
in  the  figures  from  one  month  to  another. 

Extensions  of  8,515  and  519  linear  feet,  respectively,  were 
made  to  the  water  mains  at  the  new  N.C.B.  housing  site  at  Welbeck 
Colliery  Village,  and  “  Hawthornes  ”  Bungalow  Site,  Warsop. 
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Four  chemical  and  twenty  bacteriological  samples  were  taken 
from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  no  difficulties 
were  met  in  obtaining  regular  removal  of  the  sludge  by  local  farmers. 
All  samples  of  sewage  effluent  that  were  submitted  for  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  connection  with  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  improved  facilities  will  be  provided  for  the  employees 
at  the  works  in  accordance  with  accepted  modern  standards. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection  for  all 
except  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  where  a  single  vehicle 
is  used  owing  to  the  low  density  of  houses. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  and  every 
effort  was  made  to  maintain  the  weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse,  but  arrears  unavoidably  occur  after  bank  holidays. 

The  three  vehicles  in  use  on  refuse  collection  are  of  the  side¬ 
loading  type  and  whilst  these  have  given  excellent  service  in  the 
past,  the  time  has  now  arrived  when,  with  the  increasing  bulk  of 
household  refuse,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  replacing  the  oldest 
vehicle  with  one  of  a  different  type. 

With  this  in  mind  the  Council  have  had  working  demonstrations 
with  rear  loading  vehicles  of  a  larger  capacity  and  embodying 
means  of  compression  to  further  increase  the  pay  load. 
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Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  wholly  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip,  and  here  again  the  low  density 
and  increased  bulk  of  household  refuse  make  it  more  difficult  to 
maintain  a  satisfactory  tip.  However,  the  availability  of  a  tractor 
and  adequate  supplies  of  covering  material  have  resolved  this 
problem. 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year,  it  will  be  possible  to  improve  the 
facilities  available  for  the  workmen  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip.

Smoke  Abatement.  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  decision  to  defer  the  establishment  of  the  Smoke  Control 
Order  at  Netherfield  Lane,  Welbeck  Colliery  Village,  was,  at  the 
time,  a  disappointment,  but  now  that  it  is  apparent  that  the  supply 
of  smokeless  fuel  from  the  gas  industry  will  continue  to  decrease, 
and  make  firegrate  conversions  most  costly,  I  think  it  is  prudent 
to  delay  until  the  whole  situation  is  more  clearly  defined. 

However,  from  the  clean  air  point  of  view,  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  360  new  houses  on  the  C.I.H.A.  site  at  Welbeck 
Colliery  Village,  have  been  provided  with  central  heating  and 
supplies  of  suitable  smokeless  fuel. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  few  years  hence,  the  provision  of 
central  heating  in  all  houses,  including  those  owned  by  local 
authorities,  will  be  considered  a  necessary  modern  amenity  rather 
than  a  luxury.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Eighteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  46,800  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  and  nine  had  electric 
pumps.  All  pumps  were  visited  during  the  year  and  no 
contraventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the 
visit  or  remedied  bv  informal  action.

However,  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  new  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  will  result  in  increased  activity 
in  this  field  during  1964,  since  it  provides  a  wide  extension  to  the 
statutory  control  of  the  conditions  of  work,  which  began  with  the 
early  nineteenth  century  regulation  of  the  textile  industry  and  now 
this  legislation  is  estimated  to  cover  the  employment  of  eight 
million  people  in  the  non-industrial  held.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  four  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  twelve  swabs  were  taken  from 
glasses  at  licensed  premises,  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory 
with  only  one  exception  and  follow-up  swabs  at  these  premises 
were  also  satisfactory.

There  are  32  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice-cream.  31 
of  these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  1,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Three  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  the  powder  used  to  enrich  ice-cream  mixture 
was  also  taken  and  was  reported  to  be  Grade  I. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  nine  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Thirty  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.

Condemned  meat  after  being  coloured  with  green  dye,  is 
destroyed  by  conversion  into  animal  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers 
at  premises  situated  outside  the  district. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

Two  Licences  and  twelve  renewals  of  licence  to  slaughter 
animals  were  issued  during  the  year. 

A  cash  captive  bolt  pistol  for  humane  slaughtering  of  animals 
is  available  for  purpose  of  loan  from  the  Health  Department  in 
cases  of  emergency. 


The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

This  legislation  permitted  for  the  first  time  a  charge  to  be  made 
for  the  inspection  of  food  animals  after  slaughter.  These  regu¬ 
lations  specify  the  maximum  charges  permissable,  i.e.  :  — 

2/6d.  per  horse  or  bovine  animal, 

9d.  per  calf  or  pig,  and 
6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 

As  these  charges  were  considered  to  be  reasonable  they  were 
adopted  with  effect  from  l~t  December,  1963. 

These  regulations  also  provided  for  all  carcases  passed  as  fit 
for  human  consumption  to  be  stamped  with  a  distinguishing  mark.
